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Summary 


Wholesale Prices in September (Page 501) 

An increase of 0°9 per cent. is shown in the index 
number for September (96:1) as compared with 
August (95:2) and one of 7:3 per cent. as compared 
with September of last year (89°6). The rise in 
September followed larger ones in the two preceding 
months, the aggregate increase during the quarter 
amounting to nearly 4 per cent. Last month’s rise 
was partly seasonal; food prices were 1:3 per cent. 
higher than in August, while those of industrial 
materials and manufactures rose by 0°6 per cent. 
The index numbers for these sections and for all 
articles were the highest recorded for about six 
years. 


Foreign Exchanges in September (Page 504) 

Small movements favouring sterling on balance 
in the various Continental gold currencies during the 
first three weeks were overshadowed by the French 
Government’s decision, on the 26th, to devaluate 
the france. Dealings on all centres were then 
suspended on the London Exchange. Rates for the 
French france were resumed on October 2, when the 
closing figure showed a further depreciation of 
about 28 per cent. Among the other currencies 
subjected to devaluation the Swiss franc also lost 
about 28 per cent. and the Dutch florin about 17 per 
cent. Movements in non-European currencies 
showed the pound about 14 per cent. lower on 
balance in relation to United States and Canadian 
dollars, while the Shanghai dollar remained un- 
changed and the Japanese yen virtually so. The free 
market rate for the Argentine peso appreciated 
steadily during four consecutive weeks. 


Syrian Reconstruction and Trade (Page 506) 

Good progress on the five-year plan of reconstruc- 
tion upon which the Syrian authorities have been 
engaged since 1934 is reported by H.M. Consul- 
General at Beirut. Meantime the United Kingdom 
has ousted Japan from second place as a supplier 
of goods to Syria, France remaining the principal 
source. 


Anglo-Roumanian Payments Agreement (Page 507) 

The first statement on the Anglo-Roumanian 

Clearing is made. It covers the period up to the 
close of business on the evening of September 30. 


Australian Tariff Board (Page 507) 

References have been made to the Board by the 
Commonwealth Minister of Trade and Customs of 
the question of the necessity of any alteration in the 
duties on various articles usually retailed by drapers; 
and tents, sails and flags, and also covered copper 
wire, etc., cellulose enamel, etc., and synthetic 
resin. 


British Railway Traffic (Page 510) 

Passengers’ journeys taken in June, 1936, showed 
an increase in number by 2°6 per cent. as compared 
with June, 1935. The tonnage of freight carried in 
the four weeks ended July 11 was 3°9 per cent. 
greater than in the corresponding period of last year. 


New Capital Issues (Page 511) 

For the first nine months of 1936 issues of new 
capital in the United Kingdom are returned at 
£149:12 million, as compared with £15435 million 
in January-September, 1935, and £100°64 million in 
the corresponding period of 1934. 


Import Trade of Finland (Page 514) 
There was not only an increase of 17:3 per cent. 
in the value of imports in the first half of 1936 as

compared with the corresponding period of 1935, 
but the value was greater than in the first half of 
any year since 1929, while the index of the volume 
of imports established a record. The dominant 
feature in recent years has been the growing import. 
ance of capital goods in the sum total of imports, 
but there have been signs of a reversal of this trend 
this year. 


Anglo-Peruvian Trade Agreement (Page 517) 


A Trade Agreement between the United Kingdom 
and Peru is to come into force on exchange of ratifi- 
cations and will remain operative until June 30, 
1937. Following an outline of the main terms of 
the Agreement, reproduction is given of a schedule 
comparing the rates of duty fixed by the Agreement 
on certain classes of goods produced or manufac- 
tured in the United Kingdom with those fixed by 
the Peruvian Customs Tariff which came into opera. 
tion on February 1, 1936. 


French Quota Renewals and Suspensions (Page 520) 


Quotas for the import of industrial products into 
France during the fourth quarter of 1936 were fixed 
by a series of Orders dated September 30. Some, 
however, have been suspended by an Order of 
October 2. These latter are indicated in the state- 
ment now published, which gives particulars of the 
allocations among the various supplying countries, 
including, where made, the separate share allotted 
to the United Kingdom. 


French Duty and Tax Reductions (Page 529) 


In connection with the general reduction of 
Customs duties and licence taxes further modifica- 
tions are foreshadowed by Decrees which provide 
for the institution of two committees, one of which 
is to recommend reductions of Customs duties and 
licence taxes and the enlargement, suspension or 
suppression of quotas, and the other to study the 
complete revision of the French Customs Tariff. 


Iran Exchange Control (Page 530) 


A translation is provided of an Iranian Depart- 
mental notice, setting out in detail the steps to be 
taken by importers into Iran for obtaining import 
licences and permits to purchase the exchange 
required for advance payments. 


Netherlands Import Restrictions (Page 530) 


Existing restrictions on the importation of certain 
iron and steel tubes and cutlery into the Nether- 
lands have been prolonged for six months and of 
cement for nine months. 


Polish Tariff Modifications (Page 531) 


As a result of a Provisional Commercial Agree- 
ment between France and Poland which came pro- 
visionally into force as from August 24, numerous 
amendments have been made in the Polish Customs 
Tariff. Those up to Tariff No. 778 are now given, 
and the remainder will be published next week. 


The Motor Show (Page 537) 


Opening at Olympia, London, on October 15 the 
30th .International Motor Exhibition will be the 
latest of a series of the largest exhibitions held in 
‘he world entirely devoted to the production of one 
industry. Its international character will be fully 
maintained, and it is anticipated that well over 4 
quarter of a million people will view it, including 
visitors from over 45 foreign countries.

The index number of wholesale prices for September 
(96:1) shows an increase of 0°9 per cent. as compared 
with August (95:2) and an increase of 7:3 per cent. as 
compared with September, 1935 (89°6). The rise in 
September followed larger rises in each of op two 
preceding months, the aggregate increase dufing the 
quarter amounting to nearly 4 per cent. The advance 
in prices last month was partly seasonal, there being 
normally some increase in respect of both the food and 
the industrial sub-divisions. Food prices were 1-3 per 
cent. higher than in August, due mainly to continued 
increases in the cereals group, while prices of indus- 
trial materials and manufactures were higher by 0°6 
per cent. Food was nearly 8 per cent. and industrial 
materials about 7 per cent. dearer in September than 
a year earlier. The index numbers for all articles and 
for each of these sections were the highest recorded 
for about six years. 

The re-grouping of industrial materials and manu- 
factures (excluding fuel) into basic materials, inter- 
mediate products and manufactured articles shows an 
Increase, compared with August, of over one per cent. 
in the intermediate group and increases of about one- 
half of one per cent. in the other two groups. The 
index for building materials was higher by 0-7 per cent. 
Compared with September, 1935, basic materials 
increased by 10} per cent., intermediate products by 
8 per cent. and manufactured articles by 44 per cent. 
Building materials were 3} per cent. dearer than a 
year earlier. Prices both of basic materials and of 
manufactured articles are now less than one per cent. 
below the average of the base period (1930). 

Food prices rose sharply during the first week and 
again during the third week of the month; prices of 
industrial materials and manufactures increased during 
the first half of the month, but were steady during the 
second half.

As compared with August, cereals rose by over 4 per 
cent., reaching their highest level since February, 
1930, but in the other two food groups there was little 
change. Among industrial materials the largest increase 
(2 per cent.) was recorded for non-ferrous metals, and 
there was a seasonal increase (14 per cent.) for coal. 
Miscellaneous items on the average advanced by over 
one per cent., while smaller increases were shown for 
each of the other groups except cotton and ‘* other 
textiles,’’ which were slightly cheaper. 

Compared with a year earlier, cereals were dearer by 
nearly 174 per cent., meat, fish and eggs by 3 per cent. 
and other food and tobacco by nearly 5 per cent. With 
the exception of ‘‘ other textiles,’’ for which the index 
number was slightly lower than a year earlier, all 
industrial groups showed higher averages, the largest 
increases being for wool (104 per cent.), miscellaneous 
(9 per cent.) and iron and steel and cotton (each 8 per 


cent.). Coal was about 5} per cent. dearer. 
MoveMENT oF ComMopity PricEs 
The table on pages 502-3 shows the average 


monthly wholesale prices of 120 principal commodities 
included in the index. 

Comparing the prices in September with the 
averages for the preceding month, and considering 
only those commodities quotations for which are 
included in the table, English wheat declined by 2 per 
cent. and maize by 94 per cent. There was a large 
seasonal increase for English (Gazette average) barley, 
and Californian barley was 54 per cent. dearer. 
Rice rose by 3 per cent. In the meat group, 
Trish bacon declined by 2} per cent. and hams by 8} 
per cent. Argentine chilled, fores, and Australian beef 
each rose by 3 per cent., while English and Scotch beef 
were a little cheaper. There was an increase (seasonal) 
of 84 per cent. for pork; both English and Scotch 
mutton were 3 per cent. dearer, but lamb declined by 
3 per cent. A seasonal increase (7 per cent.) was 
recorded for Danish eggs. Among other foods, British 
butter advanced by 3 per cent., while New Zealand 
butter was 54 per cent. cheaper; New Zealand cheese 
rose by 44 per cent. There were increases of 134, 94 
and 44 per cent., respectively, for coffee, cocoa and

tea. Tobacco prices advanced by about 4d. per |b, 
In connection with the rise of 17 per cent. in the price 
of potatoes it may be noted that there was an excep. 
tionally large decline (33 per cent.) in August. 

Among the industrial materials and manufactures 
included in the table, there was a seasonal advance of 
nearly 4 per cent. for household coal (Nottingham 
best brights), and in the iron and steel group small 
increases were shown for wrought iron bars. Of 
the non-ferrous metals, lead and tin rose by 6 and 
44 per cent., respectively, and electrolytic copper 
and zinc were a little dearer, as also were brags 
sheets. Among textiles, Egyptian cotton declined by 
34 per cent., while crossbred colonial wool tops rose 
by 34 per cent. and hemp by 2} per cent. Palm kernel] 
oil was 64 per cent. dearer. Of the miscellaneous 
items, goatskins rose by 6 per cent., building deal 
advanced in price by £1 per standard (64 per cent.) 
and there was an increase of 7 per cent. for tongued 
and grooved floring. 

With regard to commodities, the prices of which are 
included in the compilation of the index but are not 
shown in the accompanying table, important varia- 
tions in the food groups were seasonal increases of 23 
per cent. in the contract price of milk and of 16 per 
cent. for British malting barley; there were seasonal 
decreases of 29 and 11 per cent., respectively, for 
tomatoes and apples, and a decrease of 23 per cent. 
for onions. The largest change among the industrial 
materials not included in the table was a decrease of 
8 per cent. in the price of Japanese silk. 

A comparison of the 200 price averages for 
September with those relating to August shows 838 
increases and 37 decreases, articles of food accounting 
for 37 of the former and 25 of the latter. Of the 
increases for food, 23 were of less than 5 per cent., 7 
were of between 5 and 10 per cent., 3 of between 15 
and 20 per cent., and four of between 23 and 27 per 
cent.; of the decreases, 15 were of less than 5 per 
cent., 7 were of between 5 and 10 per cent., and 3 of 
11, 23 and 29 per cent., respectively. 

The averages for industrial materials and manufae- 
tures show 46 increases, 39 of which were under 5 per 
cent. and 7 of between 5 and 10 per cent.; there were 
12 decreases, 11 of which were under 5 per cent. and 
one of 8 per cent.

Continental gold currencies showed an improvement 
in the value of the pound during the first three weeks 
of September of rather more than one-half of one per 
cent. There was no appreciable change in the five 
days ended September 25. On the following day the 
French Government decided to propose the devalua- 
tion of the franc from 654 milligrammes of gold (0-900 
fine) to between 48 and 49 milligrammes, and following 
this decision dealings on all centres were suspended 
on the London Exchange on September 26. Rates 
for the French franc were resumed on October 2, the 
closing quotation on that date (105-72) representing a 
depreciation of the franc of about 28 per cent. com- 
pared with the rate of September 25 (76°58). The 
§wiss Federal Council on September 27 requested the 
National Bank of Switzerland to reduce the gold value 
of the Swiss france from 290 milligrammes of fine gold 
to between 190 and 215 milligrammes. On Septem- 
ber 29 the closing rate for Swiss francs was 21-46, as 
compared with 15:48 on the 25th, and on the 30th the 
tate was 21°515. The rate after devaluation showed 
the Swiss franc to have depreciated by about 28 per 
cent. In the Netherlands a Bill providing for devalua- 
tion was passed on September 29, but no new gold 





date florins were quoted at 886 to the pound, as 
against 7465 to the pound on September 25, and the 
closing rate on September 30 (8°98) represented a 
depreciation in the florin of about 17 per cent. 

The lira has not been quoted on the London market 
since September 25. The Spanish exchange was 
quoted as nominal throughout September and no 
quotations were recorded after the 17th.

August 27, September 3 and 10, at a premium of 
3 per cent, on September 17 and of ,°; per cent. on 
September 24, and again at parity on October 1.

SYRIA AND THE LEBANON 
ECONOMIC RECONSTRUCTION AND TRADE POSITION 


The new provisional form of Government in the 
Lebanese Republic which was initiated on a reduced 
scale in January, 1934, has functioned satisfactorily, 
*writes H.M. Consul-General at Beirut. During the 
two and a half years that have passed, important 
economies have been effected and administration does 
not appear to have suffered. 


That part of the mandated territory of Syria, how- 
ever, has been for the most part in a state of unrest, 
culminating in January, 1936, in a general strike in 
the principal Syrian towns accompanied by demonstra- 
tions and riots which ultimately had to be quelled by 
force and by the institution of military law. Once 
calm was restored the mandatory authorities showed a 
conciliatory spirit towards Syrian aspirations, and in 
the third week in March a Syrian delegation left for 
Paris to discuss and arrange for the future of the 
Syrian State. 


There is no doubt that the tail-end of the world 
economic depression hit the French mandated terri- 
tories of the Levant. The evil has resided in the 
tremendous fall in prices, the difference between the 
total trade values of 1929 and 1935 showing a reduction 
of nearly 50 per cent., but while the volume of imports 
over the same period shows a fall of only 4 per cent. 
export weights have increased by 85 per cent. The 
Customs returns of 1935 show a welcome increase «f 
some 40 per cent. over 1934 in the value of Syrian 
exports and re-exports. 


Five-YEAR PLAN oF RECONSTRUCTION 


The authorities have been busily engaged since 1934 
on a five-year plan of economic reconstruction. The 
prolongation of the northern railway line from Aleppo 
via Nissibin to the Iraq frontier at Tel Kotchek was 
finished in the spring of 1935 and was formally opened 
on May 2 of that year. This railway was intended to 
open up the rich country of the Jezireh and at the same 
time to offer easy railway transport for the exportable 
products of Northern Iraq. The results to date would 
appear to augur well for the future, and it seems likely 
that soon the railway will be prolonged on the Iraqi 
side of the frontier to Mosul. 


The Syrian portion of the desert track connecting 
Damascus with Bagdad has been improved and made

an all-weather route. The raising of the barrage on the 
lake of Homs is being actively pushed forward, and 
when it is finished, in 1937, it will provide irrigation 
for some 14,000 hectares on the north side of the lake. 
Two other important irrigation schemes are being 
begun this year; that of the Ghab in the plain of the 
Orontes river near Hama, where it is proposed to settle 
some 20,000 Assyrian immigrants from Iraq under the 
auspices of the League of Nations, and the reclaiming 
of the extensive Amouk marshes in the neighbourhood 
of Antioch. 


Work on the extension of Beirut Harbour is pro- 
ceeding normally. When completed, in 1938, it will 
provide an additional surface of 26 hectares with 900 
metres of quay accessible to large steamers. 


Finally a small but far-reaching innovation in these 
territories has been the introduction of the French 
metric system of weights and measures. ‘The intro- 
duction was made in the Lebanese Republic in April, 
and is being gradually extended during 1936 to the 
other States of Syria. 


ForeiGcN TRADE 


The value of goods imported during 1935 was 
£Syrian39,384,000, as compared with £8.36,832,450 
in 1934, and that of exports £8.21,784,000, a8 
against £8.15,564,000. The figures for 1935 do not, 
however, gives a real comparison with those for 1934 
and previous years because the value of the oil 
passing through the Iraq Petroleum Company's pipe 
line to Tripoli is now included. In 1935 this amounted 
to 1,932,470 tons, valued at £8.4,831,000. Deducting 
the oil figures, the value of imports last year was there- 
fore £8.34,553,300 and of exports £8.16,953,800, 
making an unfavourable trade balance of £8.17,599,500, 
as compared with one of £8.21,268,050 in the previous 
year. 


Statistics for the year 1934 had already shown that 
there was a tendency towards a better equilibrium ™ 
the import and export trade of the country, and figures 
for 1935 reveal that this tendency has continued. 


France still remains the most important source of 
supply for Syria, the United Kingdom with 
£8.3,191,259 worth of goods in 1935 as against 
£8.3,312,720 in 1934, has ousted Japan from second 
place, and the United States has displaced Turkey from 
the fourth position. Turkey, in fact, fell to sixth place 
in 1935, Germany keeping fifth in both years.

OIL PROSPECTING IN GREAT BRITAIN 
ANGLO-AMERICAN RECIPROCITY 


The Secretary for Mines makes the following an- 
nouncement with regard to discussions which have 
recently taken place between H.M. Government and 
the United States Government on the subject of reci- 
procity between Great Britain and the United States 
under the provisions of the United States Mineral 
leasing Act and the British Petroleum (Production) 
Act and Regulations :— 

The Petroleum (Production) Regulations, 1935, made 
under Section 6 of the Petroleum (Production) Act, 
1934, provide, inter alia, that in the case of aliens or 
foreign-controlled companies desiring to search and 
bore for oil in this country, a licence may only be held 
by nationals of those countries the laws and customs of 
which afford comparable rights to British nationals. 
Similarly, the United States Mineral Leasing Act of 
1920, which governs the grant of oil leases on federal 
lands, contains a proviso that citizens of another 
country, the laws, customs or regulations of which 
deny similar or like privileges to citizens or corpora- 
tions of the United States, shall not own any interest 
inany lease acquired under the provisions of that Act. 

As a result of the exchange of views which has taken 
place, the United States Government have been in- 
formed that the British Petroleum (Production) Act, 
1934, and the Petroleum (Production) Regulations, 
1935, are so construed and applied as to permit of the 
participation by American citizens and corporations 
in oil prospecting and development in Great Britain, 
and the United States Government have informed 
H.M. Government that Great Britain is recognised as 
a reciprocal country under the Mineral Leasing Act, 
1920,

BRITISH RAILWAY STATISTICS FOR 
JUNE—JULY 


Railway statistics for the calendar month of June and the 
four weekly period ended July 11, 1936, published by the 
Minister of Transport, show that the total number of 
passenger journeys (excluding season ticket holders) taken 
on all standard-gauge railways in Great Britain in the 
month of June, 1936, was 111,666,048, an increase compared 
with June, 1935, of 2,789,432, or 2-6 per cent. The journeys 
taken by passengers at reduced fares increased by 1,961,279 
and those at standard or ordinary fares by 828,153. The 
receipts from passengers (excluding season ticket holders) 
showed a decrease of £116,012, or 2:2 per cent. 


If the railway undertakings of the London Passenger 
Transport Board be omitted, the figures show an increase in 
journeys of 1,259,568, or 1-6 per cent., and a decrease in re- 
ceipts of £135,192, or 2-8 per cent. For all companies the 
receipts from passenger train traffic (including season 
tickets and parcels and miscellaneous traffic, but excluding 
mails and parcel post), were £32,428 less than in June, 
1935. In the four weeks ended July 11, 1936, the coaching 
train miles showed an increase of 479,677 compared with 
the four weeks ended July 13, 1935. 


Goops TRAFFIC 


The total tonnage of freight conveyed (excluding free- 
hauled traffic) in the four weeks ended July 11, 1936, was 
20,601,898, an increase compared with the corresponding 
four weeks of 1935 of 775,820 tons, or 3-9 per cent. The 
freight train receipts amounted to £6,496,790, an increase 
of £265,473, or 4-3 per cent. The freight train miles run 
were 374,537 more than in the corresponding period of 
1935, an increase of 3°8 per cent. The average train load 
increased from 121 to 123} tons, and the net ton miles per 
engine hour from 457} to 4644.

BRITISH INDIA 
WEATHER AND CROPS 





The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics 
reports as follows on the weather and crops in India for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL 


Calcutta, October 4.—Rain fell in Malabar on five days; 
in Mysore on two; and in Bihar and the Bombay Deccan 


on one day. 


Crop CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, September 26.—There has been heavy rain on 
the west coast. Standing crops are in fair condition. 


Bihar, September 28.—Rainfall has been general. Crops, 
including sugarcane, are in good condition, except in Gaya 
and Darbhanga, where they have been partly damaged by 
rain and floods. 


Orissa, September 28.—Light to moderate rain has fallen. 
Jute is being harvested in Cuttack, and til, sugarcane and 
groundnut are thriving. 


Punjab, September 28.—Rain has fallen generally except 
in Mianwali, the maximum rainfall being 2°63 inches in 
Gujranwala and the minimum 0-02 in Hissar. The con- 
dition of crops in general is unchanged. Rice has been 
damaged by rice borer in Dera Ghazi Khan. The sowing of 
oilseeds and the picking of cotton continue. 


Central Provinces, September 26.—The sky has been 
cloudy and there has been light to moderate rain. Khariff 
is in good condition, and the harvesting of rice and ground- 
nut and the sowing of linseed has begun. 


United Provinces, September 26.—Rainfall has been light 
to moderate. Crops are doing well except in flooded areas. 


Bengal, September 30.—Light to moderate rain has fallen. 
The transplanting of winter paddy and the harvesting of 
autumn crops is being completed. Crop conditions are satis- 
factory. 

Bombay, October 3.—There has been good rain in Kar- 
natak. Khariff crops are making progress and rabi harvest- 
ing has commenced. 


Sind, October 3.—No rain has fallen. Cotton picking 
and the harvesting of juar and bazri are going on. 


Assam, October 5.—The weather has been seasonable. 
Crop prospects are fair though slight damage has been 
done to winter rice by insects in Sibsagar.—Trade Commis- 
sioner for India in London.

NEW ZEALAND 
OVERSEA TRADE, 1935-36 


According to the Monthly Abstract of Statistics com- 
piled in the Census and Statistics Office, Wellington, the 
value of imports during the twelve months ended June 30, 
1936, was £39,459,909, as compared with £34,301,328 in the 
year ended June 30, 1935. The marked increase in imports 
resulted in a substantial decrease in oversea funds during 
the slack period of the exporting season, the net oversea 
funds in banks on account of New Zealand business falling 
from £N.Z.46,023,854 on June 24, 1935, to £N.Z.33,976,157 
on October 28, 1935. A small portion of the decrease, how- 
ever, was caused by the repayment of part of an oversea 
loan. As a consequence of the buoyancy in exports during 
the past export season, oversea funds have increased su 
stantially since October, 1935, despite a continued relatively 
high level of imports, the total on June 29 last being 
£N.Z.43,956,445, an increase of £N.Z.9,980,288 over the 
October, 1935, figure; but £N.Z.2,067,409 below the total on 
June 24, 1935.

FOREIGN TRADE IN AUGUST 
(From H.M. Consul) 
TALLINN 

The total turnover of the foreign trade was 15,599,000 
kroons, imports representing 7,506,500 krs., as compared 
with 5,769,000 krs, in August, 1935, and exports 8,092,500 
krs., as against 8,111,400 krs., there being a balance in 
favour of exports of 586,000 krs. in the month under review. 

The total value of imports in the first eight months of the 
current year was 53,907,100 krs., as compared with 
42,920,700 krs. in the same period of 1935, while exports 
amounted to 52,748,400 krs., as against 51,797,700 krs., the 
balance in favour of imports in January-August, 1936, being 
1,158,700 krs. 

As regards imports into Estonia, Great Britain took 
second place during August with goods to a value of 
1,451,000 krs., Germany leading with 2,187,800 krs. Great 
Britain imported Estonian goods to the value of 3,807,300 
krs. as against 1,522,400 krs.’ worth imported by Germany, 
which ranked second in the list of purchasing countries.

FINLAND 
FOREIGN TRADE IN FIRST HALF-YEAR 
(From the British Commercial Secretary) 


HELSINGFORS 

The prevailing optimism with which the New Year was 
hailed has been amply justified. There has been no setback 
in the woodworking industries on which the prosperity of the 
country depends. The international agreement for the 
control of timber production has been instrumental in restor- 
ing timber prices to a much higher level and Finland has 
been fortunate in obtaining a highly satisfactory quota. 
Shippers have already placed on the world markets a much 
higher percentage of their 1936 stocks than at this time 
last year and have secured better prices for their timber. 
In the paper and pulp industry important extensions have 
been carried out and production figures have broken new 
records. In some cases exports are twice what they were 
a few years ago, while prices show a tendency to rise. 


The revival of the import trade has progressed at a 
uniform rate of about 20 per cent. per annum since 1932, 
though the rate of increase this year is less uniformly distri- 
buted than previously. In recent years the dominant feature 
has been the growing importance of capital goods in the 
sum total of imports. This year there have been signs of 
a reversal of this trend. 


There was a favourable trade balance of 52-7 million 
Finnish marks at the end of June, but if 78 million mks. 
of bullion included in the import figures is discounted then 
there was really a surplus of exports by 130 million mks. 
Notwithstanding that at the end of June, 1935, there was 
an adverse trade balance of 28-2 million mks., the year 
nevertheless concluded with a surplus of exports amounting 
to nearly 900 million mks. It seems safe to assume, there- 
fore, that as the balance on June 30 this year was 150 million 
mks. more favourable than last there will be a surplus at 
the end of 1936 of more than 1,000 million mks, 


The past five years’ trading have resulted in an aggregate 
surplus of approximately 6,000 million mks. Hitherto such 
surpluses have been utilised for the repayment of debts, but 
as such have now been reduced to a minimum there is little 
future scope for the employment of surplus funds in this 
way. Money is abundant and it is becoming increasingly 
difficult to find suitable opportunities for investment. Short 
of Finland becoming a creditor country, it would seem that 
the accretion of further large surpluses of exports must 
result in a higher price level in Finland and a more lively 
import trade. If this be so then the United Kingdom, which, 
by absorbing very nearly one-half of Finland’s exports, is 
mainly responsible for this happy state of affairs should her- 
self reap some advantage from the country’s access of pur- 
chasing power.

The feature which will at once be apparent from the 
statistics above is the remarkable uniformity with which the 
import trade has developed, in contrast to exports, where 
the movement has been more erratic. However, an accurate 
picture of the state of Finnish export trade is never obtained 
in the first half of any year because the second half ig in. 
variably the principal exporting season. A comparison of 
imports and exports in the above table will serve to illus 
trate the important part played by timber exports in creat. 
ing a favourable balance of trade. While shipments of paper 
and pulp, which are more evenly distributed throughout the 
year, are normally sufficient to assure a small favourable 
trade balance by the end of June, the generous surplus of 
exports which has been a feature of all trade returns in 
recent years has accrued during the timber shipping season, 
That the balance of trade up to the end of June, 1936, was 
more favourable than in 1935 is an indication that an 
exceptionally large surplus of exports may again be antici. 
pated this year. 


Import TRADE 


The total value of imports in the first half of 1936, 2,8205 
million mks., was not only an increase of 17-3 per cent. over 
the first half of 1935 but exceeded the value of imports for 
the first half of any year since 1929. The index of the 
volume of imports, on the other, hand, according to the 
Customs administration, reached 189-7 for the period under 
review (1913 = 100), and has therefore broken all previous 
records. 


The development which has taken place in the composi- 
tion of Finnish import trade during the period of recovery 
may be seen from the following table, which gives the value 
of imports in the different categories of goods in the first 
six months of 1936, 1935 and 1932:—

The more spectacular access of imports in 1935 and 1936 
compared with 1932 are in respect of such capital goods as 
machinery, metals and spinning materials, and this provides 
clear evidence that industrial expansion and building have, 
in the main, been responsible for the revival in the import 
trade.to which attention has already been drawn. But the 
process of industrial modernisation and extension in this 
country, which has been one of the prime factors in Finnish 
economy in recent years, has its limits, and the prediction 
that has on several occasions been made in the reports 
this series that imports of capital goods would sooner or later 
contract is showing signs of fulfilment.

The reduction of Customs duties on 
anumber of important articles of foodstuffs with effect from 
January 1, 1936, has, however, promoted temporary activity 
in the foodstuffs groups in the first half of this year. 


Export TRADE 


The volume of exports now reached by pulp wood and 
wher round timber appears to be causing some anxiety, so 
much so that ways and means of restricting it are being dis- 
assed. Shipments of pulp wood up to the end of June 
ached 382,000 cubic metres, as against 425,000 last year, 
yhile exports of pit props rose to 490,000 cubic metres, 
yainst 460,000. By the end of the half-year sawn timber 
shipments had not really begun, but nevertheless were nearly 
1,500,000 cubic metres, against 1,236,000 in the same period 
of 1935. The plywood industry has also continued to make 
progress. Exports were nearly 71,000 tons, against 61,000 
last year. The most spectacular increases, however, were 
whieved in the pulp industry :—

Ex- 
ports to French oversea possessions amounted to 3,113 million 
frs., as against 3,127 million frs., a decrease of 14 million 
frs., or 0-5 per cent. 

French trade with foreign countries consequently showed 
an adverse balance of 4,841 million frs. for the first eight 
months of 1936, as against 3,369 million frs. for the same 
period of 1935, while in the case of oversea possessions the 
adverse balance stood at 1,280 million frs., as against 423 
million frs. 

Imports from Great Britain, compared with those for the 
first eight months of 1935, advanced by 39 million frs., or 
3°8 per cent., and exports to the same country advanced 
by 153 million frs., or 15-4 per cent. The balance of Franco- 
British trade stood at 97 million frs. in favour of France, 
as against 22 million frs. in favour of Great Britain during 
the corresponding period. Great Britain ranked fourth in 
importance after Algeria, the United States and Germany 
in the lst of supplying countries and second after Algeria 
in the list of purchasing countries. 


HUNGARY 
FOREIGN TRADE, JANUARY—AUGUST 


The Commercial Secretary to H.M. Legation at Budapest 
reports that according to a Report issued by the Hungarian 
Central Statistical Cffice the foreign trade of Hungary in 
August was active. For purposes of comparison the figures 
for August, 1935, are given as under : —

There was, therefore, an active balance in August of 17-6 
million pengés in comparison with an active balance of 
2 million pengés in August, 1935. 

In the first eight months of 1936 the value of Hungarian 
imports amounted to 289-1 million pengés, as against 234-4 
million pengés during the same period of 1935, whereas the 
value of exports aggregated 306-9 million pengés, or 50-2 
million pengés more than in the first eight months of last 
year. The active balance in the first eight months of the 
current year amounts, nevertheless, to only 17-8 million 
pengés, as against 22-3 million pengés in the corresponding 
period of 1935, owing to the passive balance in the first few 
months of the year. 

As compared with the same period of 1935, there was a 
considerable increase in the import of maize, wood, crude 
mineral oil, cotton, iron ore, machinery and apparatus, 
whereas there was a decrease in the import of raw wool, 
tops, woollen yarns and raw jute. 

On the export side there was an increase in the export 
of wheat, fresh meat, fruit, cattle and railway wagons. On 
the other hand, a decrease is shown in the export of lard, 
bacon, malt and oilseeds.

UNITED KINGDOM—PERU 


TRADE AGREEMENT 


A Trade Agreement between the United Kingdom and 
Peru, signed at Lima on October 6, is to come into 
force on exchange of ratifications and will remain opera- 
tive until June 30, 1937. If not denounced three months 
before that date it is to remain operative until the expira- 
tion of three months after denunciation by either Party. A 
Protocol of Signature provides, however, that the “ Tariff ”’ 
Articles of the Agreement shall take effect provisionally 
on the day after publication (i.e. about a week from the date 
of signature), provided that at any time before the exchange 
of ratifications either Party may terminate the provisional 
oe of these Articles by giving three months’ notice. 

The Agreement contains the customary clauses providing 
for reciprocal most-favoured-nation treatment of goods in 
respect of the Customs duties, Customs formalities and im- 
port prohibitions; and also in respect of the exercise of 
commerce and industry in general. National and most- 
favoured-nation treatment is stipulated as regards internal 
duties on goods and as regards navigation and shipping, 
with the exception of the coasting trade. Under an 
additional Protocol most-favoured-nation treatment is 
guaranteed for Peruvian goods imported into the United 
Kingdom in the event of the quantitative regulation of im- 
ports into the United Kingdom of commodities in which 
Peru is interested. The two Governments take note of certain 
arrangements relating to the purchase of supplies from the 
United Kingdom by cotton, wool and sugar producers in 
Peru. Peru undertakes to accord benevolent treatment to 
public utility and other undertakings in Peru in which 
British capital is invested. A further undertaking by Peru 
relates to the description and labelling of whisky offered for 
sale in Peru, and a final clause in the additional Protocol 
provides that in the event of the United Kingdom adopting 
anew policy regarding treatment of foreign shipping discus- 
sions are to take place between the Parties with a view to 
the replacement by new provisions of those provisions of the 
Agreement which relate to navigation and treatment of 
shipping. 

United Kingdom goods enumerated in a Schedule annexed 
to the Agreement are not to be subjected in Peru to Customs 
duties higher than those specified in the Schedule, and are 
not to be burdened with new or increased surtaxes. A com- 
parison of the scheduled rates of duty on the articles affected 
with the rates of duty fixed by the existing Customs Tariff 
of Peru is given below. As regards the Tariff treatment of 
Peruvian products imported into the United Kingdom, the 
United Kingdom undertakes to maintain duty-free admis- 
sion for Peruvian raw cotton, cinchona bark and specified 
varieties of wool, and not to levy a duty of more than 
10 per cent. ad valorem on Peruvian raw balata, tara (pods 
and powder) and raw guano.

GENERAL REDUCTION OF CUSTOMS DUTIES

For the purpose of this reduction, goods are to be allocated 
among the above categories in accordance with the classi- 
fication already laid down for the application of the import 
tax; the reduction will be 15 per cent. in the case of goods 
for which there is a ‘“‘ commuted ”’ rate of import tax. 


The reductions will not, however, apply to the following :— 


(1) Goods, the import of which is prohibited or regulated 
on October 10. They will, however, apply in the 
case of goods on which quota restrictions are sus- 
pended (i.e. they will affect the goods for which 
the quotas were suspended by the Order of 
October 2, of which particulars are given in this 
issue of the ‘‘ B.T.J.’’). 


(2) Agricultural products on which the duties may be 
increased by Decree under the powers already 
vested in the Government. 


(3) Goods subject to duty quotas. 


The rates resulting from the above reductions are to be 
rounded off to the next decime above if they exceed 10 frs. 
or to the next centime above if they are below 10 frs. Duties 
which were leviable on the net weight prior to the reductions 
are to continue to be levied on this basis, even if the reduc- 
tion would normally, in accordance with the general rule, 
have the effect of rendering them dutiable on the gross 
weight. 


Licence Taxes.—A Decree of October 2 provides for a 
reduction of 20 per cent., as from October 10, in the rates 
of the ‘‘ licence taxes ’’ which are imposed, in addition to 
the normal Customs duties, on coal and certain other 
products subject to quota restrictions. 


Further Measures.—-Two further Decrees of October 2 
provide for the institution of two committees to study subse- 
quent modifications of duties, ete. 


One of these, known as the ‘‘ Customs Committee for Price 
Control,’’ is to recommend reductions of Customs duties and 
licence taxes and the enlargement, suspension or suppres- 
sion of quotas in order to prevent unjustified price increases 
following the devaluation of the franc. It will operate so 
long as devaluation continues to have an effect on prices. 


The other committee is to study the complete revision of 
the French Customs Tariff, which is to be adapted to the 
new economic circumstances, within the framework of the 


‘proposed tariff nomenclature drawn up by the expert 


committee of the League of Nations. 


DUTIES ON COFFEE, PEPPER, TEA AND 
MINERAL OILS REDUCED 


The French ‘‘ Journal Officiel ’”? of October 3 contains a 
Decree, dated October 2, which reduces the Customs duties 
on coffee, pepper, tea and certain mineral oils in order to 
offset the results of the devaluation of the franc. For pur-

EXCHANGE CONTROL 


With reference to previous notices in the “‘ B.T.J.’’ under 
the above heading containing particulars of the Iranian 
Exchange Control Law and Regulations, a translation is 
appended of a notice published by the Department General 
of Commerce in ‘‘ Le Journal de Téhéran ’”’ of August 20, 
setting out in detail the steps to be taken by importers into 
Iran for obtaining import licences and permits to purchase 
the exchange required for advance payments. It will be 
noted that neither import licence nor permit to purchase 
exchange (except to make any necessary prepayment not 
exceeding 25 per cent. of the price of the consignment) is 
obtainable until documents are available in Iran. 


No responsibility can be taken by the Department for the 
accuracy of the wording as given in the ‘‘ Journal de 
Téhéran.”’ 


Notice No. 1228 


The Department of Commerce has taken the following decisions 
regarding import licences with a view to obtaining co-ordination 
with the regulations regarding exchange :— 


(1) Traders and firms importing foreign merchandise must pro- 
cure the authorisation of the Department General of Commerce 
before ordering goods from abroad and arranging for their ship- 
ment. 


(2) In order that the authorisation may be obtained they must 
make their application on a special form, which can be obtained 
at post offices and at the Department General of Commerce. 

The following details must be set out on this form :— 

(a) Full name and address of the applicant. 

(b) Kind of merchandise to be imported. 

(c) The purchase price and all charges up to entry at the 
Iranian Customs. 

(d) Country of origin. 

(e) Customs Office of entry. 


These particulars, which must be given with exactitude, must 
be sent direct to the Department of Commerce under registered 
cover. 


(3) The applicant must deposit in guarantee in a special account 
of the Banque Mellié Iran a sum amounting to 15 per cent. of 
the total amount applied for, the deposit being used in due 
course for the purchase of an export licence to cover the importa- 
tion referred to in the application. The applicant must obtain, 
in respect of the deposit, a receipt in duplicate. The original 
must be retained by the applicant, who will attach ihe duplicate 
copy to the application submitted to the Department General of 
Commerce. 


(4) After the receipt of the application the Department of Com- 
merce will issue, in the name of the applicant, a form headed 
‘* Approval of Order’’ (‘‘ d’accord pour la Commande ’’) pro- 
vided the limit of the quota for the class of merchandise con- 
cerned is not exeeeded. 


(5) As the ‘‘ Approval of Order” is valid for three months 
only, the merchandise to which it relates must be purchased 
and imported into Iran within that period. 


(6) The importer must have his ‘‘ Approval of Order ’’ regis- 
tered with the Exchange Commission before proceeding to 
purchase the goods to which it relates. Where it is necessary 
for a payment to be made in advance, in order that the mer- 
chandise may be bought abroad, the importer will request the 
Exchange Commission to authorise the purchase of the amount 
of the advanced payment, which in no case may exceed 25 per 
cent. of the total value set out in the “‘ Approval of Order ”’ 
granted by the Department General of Commerce. 


(7) When the documents relating to the purchase and shipment 
of the merchandise to which the ‘‘ Approval of Order ’’ applies 
have come to hand, the importer should apply for an import 
licence for the merchandise. 


This application should be made on a special form provided 
for the purpose and obtainable from post offices and from the 
Department General of Commerce. The applicant must attach 
the duplicate copy or the certified copy of the invoice, giving the 
price set out by the seller, with the insurance policy and other 
documents relative to charges incurred up to the Iranian frontier. 
All these documents should be sent to the Department General 
of Commerce, with particulars of the bank holding the originals 
of the documents. 


(8) After receipt of the above-mentioned application, which 
must be lodged before the expiry of the period of validity of the 
“Approval of Order,”’ the Department of Commerce, with due 
regard to the documents attached to the application, will issue an 
import licence drawn up to agree with the amount mentioned in 
the document approving the order. 


(9) The importation of merchandise shipped from countries 
which have concluded with the Iranian Government agreements 
for the exchange of goods will similarly be subject to the above

decisions, in so far as they relate to the prior grant of an 
“* Approval of Order ’’ and to the final import licence conforming 
to shipping and purchase documents.

The Department of Overseas Trade has at its comman{ 
an extensive overseas Intelligence system, which compris 
the Commercial Diplomatic and Consular Services in foreig 
countries and Trade Commissioners and Imperial or othe 
Trade Correspondents in the Empire. 


From this Intelligence Service information on all subje 
of commercial interest is received at the Department, wher 
it is collated and classified in a form convenient for refer 
ence, and is available to any firm trading in goods mam 
factured in the United Kingdom upon personal or written 
application to the Department at 35, Old Queen Street, 
Westminster, London, S.W.1. 


The information at the disposal of the Department is of 
a widely varied nature, and includes such matters as the 
following:—Sources of supply, prices, etc., of trade 
products; Foreign and Colonial contracts open to tender; 
openings for United Kingdom trade abroad; general con- 
ditions prevailing in Overseas markets; demand for parti- 
cular articles abroad; nature and extent of foreign con. 
petition, and suggestions for meeting it; methods of distri. 
bution and marketing; credit conditions, terms of payment, 
etc., abroad; Foreign and Colonial importers of United 
Kingdom goods; firms or individuals considered suitable to 
act as representatives or agents for United Kingdom firms; 
Foreign and Colonial Tariff and Customs Regulations; 
statistics of Imports or Exports; forms of Certificates of 
Origin; regulations concerning commercial travellers; Con- 
sular Invoices; shipping and transport, etc. 


Members of United Kingdom firms are urged to call upon 
the Department’s representatives abroad when they visit 
an overseas country.
